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Reasons for allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach the combination of limitations in the independent 
claims 9, 11-15, and 20-24 especially "the header including a flag that comprises a first 
bit that is set if the first memory block is a first block of a file, a second bit that is set if 
the first memory block is a last block of the file, and a third bit that is set if the first 
memory block is part of a secure file". 

Ain et al. (US 6775274) discloses "a frame is the smallest indivisible packet of data that 
can be sent through a fibre channel network... Each frame generally includes the 
following fields: a start frame delimeter; a frame header that includes an encrypt bit; 
optional headers;... and an end-of-frame delimiter." at col. 6, lines 5-20. A frame or the 
smallest packet is equivalent to a file; the encrypting bit can show that the message is a 
secure message. 

Orlen (US 5459482) teaches: Fascimlle communication with an active addressing 
display device" - the title; "the message header 1504 contains the number of section 
within a data block... the location of subsequent data blocks ...first and second text data 
blocks. . ..end-of-message flag etc. ... Orlen does not teach limitations taught in the 
independent claims 9, 11-15, and 20-24.

Dependent claims 10 and 25 incorporate the listed limitations by reference and contain 
limitations that further distinguish over the art of record. For these reasons, claims 10 
and 25 are considered allowable over the art of record.
